We have since interviewed members 
of the Fire Company and they state 
two new nozzles were in us* and one 
of the old ones and they assert that 
the new nozzle does not take any more 
pressure than tbe old kind of nozzle.

The outlook for the National Guard 


encampment looks bright at the pres-

Theie has been some 


question with the War Department 
for sometime whether land in the 
heart of the battlefield should be used 
for camping purposes, whether such 
use is one that should be made of the 
battle grounds and the drift of senti- 
ment has been that camps at Gettys- 
burg ought to be on ground outside 
of the battle area. 


This attitude only recently came to 


light and Capt. Rausch, Quartermaster 
N. G. P. was in town last Saturday, 
inspecting possible camp sites other 
than on government land, but this 
might not meet the point of view of 
the Government for if the land was 
used for battle purposes camping upon 
it would be in as much bad taste as 
on Government battle lands. 


A committee of the Merchants' As-

The Passengr-Pigeon. 


A- H. Cole, writing in "The World 


To-Day" of the remarkable disappear- 
ance of the passenger-pigeon, says: 


What is known as the great Petos- 


key nesting, in 1876 or 1877. covered 
jm area .twenty-eight miles long and 
from three to four wide. Brewster 
says that "for the entire twenty-eight 
miles every tree of any size had more 
or less nests, and many trees were 
filled with them.'' 


If we picture to ourselves a flock of 


pigeons covering about one hundred 
square miles of woodland with their 
nests, and that each nest contained one 
or two young which needed an abund- 
ance of food, Baron Hontan's account 
of the devastation of the crops is be- 
IfcfVable. The daily search for food 
flBte the netters an opportunity, which 
they used with profit. Each of the 
five hundred netters near Petoskey, 
•who set his decoy pigeons, baited his 
beds and hauled bis nets over the 
hungry birds, considered five or six 
hundred birds a good "strike,"' and 
this might be repeated three or more 
times in a day for weeks. When the 
young pigeons began to fly, they were 
trapped in large latticework 
struct- 


ures, in which several dozens of old 
pigeons were confined as decoys. Net 
were drawn over the exits, and Brew- 
ster states that "over four hundred 
dozen young pigeons were known to 
have been taken at once by this meth- 
od."

apiece in a season, during \\hich daily 
shipments of one or two carloads were 
sent trom on? fetation lo cities larthei 
south.

For one of the most terrible of all 


diseases the rat is now certainly 
known to be responsible: tbe bubonic 
plague, or "blackdeath." Jfoscourage 
of man Kind is more dreadful tnan 
thie. It was slaying tbe Egyptians at 
the begin!ug of the recorded history; 
a simple epidemic cost Athene a third 
of her citizens. At L,yone, in 1572, the 
pestilence killed fifty thousand per- 
tons; Venice in 1576 lost seventy thou- 
sand. Durine the Great Plague of 
London, in 1665, 68,596 died, out of a 
population of 460,000; and the dead 
lay in the streets because the living 
were too few to bury them. 


Even as late as 1771, an epidemic 


of the bubonic plague cost Moscow 
nearly a fourth of its quarter million 
souls.

Inasmuch as the church admission is 
free aud the theatre admission is from 
five to twenty-five cents, it is a fail- 
assumption that the churches would 
have been filled. Now, if the object of 
the Sunday night service is primarily 
to reach the crowd on the street, and 
if, as has been shown, the moving 
picture is, a much more vivid and at- 
tractive way of reaching that crowd, 
than is a seimon, why, in all serious- 
ness, don't churches give us the thril- 
ling stories of the Old Testament, its 
beautiful tales of the New Testament 
and its modern illustrations of Chris- 
tian heroism in this and other lands, 
in the up-to-date form—in moving pic- 
tures? 
They may answer that they 


cannot get hold of the films and the 
machine, but this answer is not a good 
answer. Excellent sacred pictures are 
shown in the present professional en- 
tertainments, and many illustrations 
of modern heroism, self-sacrifice and 
virtue are in every program 
.More- 


over, a demand for films for church 
use would enlarge the supply. Moving 
pictuie machines are not expensive 
and can be easily operated.
